mental Blaze. High Gales Carrying 
Blazing Embers Into Other Timber.

A groat forest fire is sweeping 
South Mountain, the glow from which 
was plainly seen in the sky by many 
persons of this place Thursday night. 
Five hundred men spent all day and 
night Thursday battling the blaze. 
There is no chance of extinguishing it. 
It must bum itself out. The fire fight­ 
ers concentrated their efforts Thurs­ 
day night on saving the Black Rock 
Hot cd, a summer resort, and the home 
of Ixmis Foltz. At I o’clock this morn­ 
ing, after a conflict lasting hours, dur­ 
ing which time flames leaped hungrily 
on every side of the famous old hostel­ 
ry ami the little home, the fire fight­ 
ers had succeeded in saving both struc­ 
tures. 
, 
The fire is a combination of two 
great blazes that started about the 
same time 
Wednesday night, one 
about a mile from Bagtown, a little 
village at the base of South Moun­ 
tain and about IO miles east of Ha­ 
gerstown—Che other on the other side 
of South Mountain about five miles 
from Myersville. 
They have joined 
into one monumental blaze and the 
tire had eaten its way through to 
Frederick county and was headed di­ 
rectly for Wolfsville at last reports 
early this morning. 
According to word brought back by 
one of the fire fighters, who was forced 
to return home because of exhaustion, 
Thursday night, the fire continued to 
gain on the handful of fighters who 
battled w-.th tho flames all day yester­ 
day. 
It stretched from the base to 
the top of the mountain while a high 
wind carried burning embers into an­ 
other section of the mountain, setting 
fresh timber ablaze. 
The fighters were unable to make 
any progress in back-finng because of 
the high wind, which several times 
nearly trapped a small group of the 
fighters. 
The Black Rock Hotel, once a fa­ 
mous summer resort, is located on the 
famous Black Rock, about ten milos 
east of this city. 
A caretaker, Jesse 
Brown, and his family stayed at the 
hotel during the winter. Whether or 
not the Brown and Foltz families were 
safe was not known Thursday night, 
as none of tho fighters had returned 
to their homos. 
There arc only two 
telephones within a radius of five 
miles and the bad condition of the
